Steel Pact 
Agreem ent

WASHINGTON (AP) - With the 
usual llth-hour frenzy of previous 
negotiations missing, steel industry 
bargainers indicate they are near 
agreement on a new three-year con­ 
tract for 350,000 workers. 
Sources close to the talks between 
the United Steelworkers and the IO 
m ajor steel companies say the 
negotiators have agreed “to try and 
wrap it up” today. 
Although the sources caution that 
some problems remain, the union has 
called its Basic Steel Industry Con­ 
ference with representatives from 832 
locals to a I p.m. EDT meeting for a 
report on the negotiations. The 600- 
member conference has authority to 
ratify a tentative agreem ent or 
recommend turning over unresolved 
issues to a panel of arbitrators. 
A historic bargaining agreement 
signed a year ago eliminated the 
possibility of a nationwide steel strike 
this year. 
In return for giving up the right to 
strike, the USW was guaranteed wage 
increases of at least 3 per cent in each 
year of the new contract. 
The

bargaining 
agreement provides that any issues 
still in dispute by April 15 are to be 
submitted to arbitration. But since the 
negotiations entered their final phase a 
week ago, both sides have expressed 
hope that working on both national and 
local issues could be completed at the 
bargaining table. 
The new bargaining format was 
intended to eliminate the type of 
production disruptions that charac­ 
terized previous negotiations, with 
custom ers stockpiling steel and 
eventually forcing large layoffs of 
workers despite peaceful settlements.

Deliberations 
Under W ay 


MEDIA, Pa. (AP)—A jury was lo 
begin deliberations today in the 
murder trial of former United Mine 
Workers president W. A. “Tony” 
Boyle, 
accused 
of 
the 
1969 
assassination of union rival Joseph 
“Jock” Yablonski. 
The case goes to the jury of nine men 
and three women after the charge by 
Common Pleas Judge Francis J. Ca­ 
tania. 
Testimony against the 72-year-old 
Boyle wound up Wednesday, 
and 
opposing lawyers summed up their 
versions of the evidence produced by 
58 prosecution and nine defense wit­ 
nesses. 
Special Prosecutor Richard A. 
Sprague, frequently pointing an ac­ 
cusing finger at the defendant, 
demanded a first-degree m urder 
conviction which carries an automatic 
sentence of life imprisonment. 
But chief defense counsel Charles F. 
Moses asked for acquittal on grounds 
there was insufficient evidence and a 
“reasonable doubt” as to Boyle’s guilt. 
The Yablonskis were slain Dec. 31, 
1969, as they slept in their rural 
Clarksville home in southw estern 
Pennsylvania. The killings occurred 
three weeks after Yablonski lost a

to 
win 
the

presidency from Boyle—an election 
later set aside by a federal court as 
fraudulent. 
The styles of Sprague and Moses in 
their closing remarks to the jury was a 
study in contrasts: 
—Sprague

deliberate premeditated murders” of 
Yablonski, his wife and daughter 
which

claimed 
Boyle 
originated to retain his tight grip on 
the 200,000-member union. 
—Moses 
was 
soft-spoken, 
philosophical, Bible-quoting, insisting 
that lies by confessed murderers, 
embezzlers, burglars were the back­ 
bone of the prosecution case. 
Sprague has pursued the Yablonskis’ 
killers almost from the day their 
bodies were discovered on Jan. 5,1970, 
and, so far, has wrung guilty pleas or 
convicted eight defendants. Now, at 
the end of the line, he wanted Boyle.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The White

However, St. Clair’s offer did not 
cover a number of other tapes the 
committee asked for. 
As soon as Doar completed his 
discussion of St. Clair’s phone call a 
resolution authorizing the committee 
to issue a subpoena for everything cov­ 
ered by the request was put before the 
committee. It appeared to have solid 
support of the I)emocratic majority.

Clair the White House lawyer did not 
indicate whether Nixon would comply 
with a subpoena.

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Former Nixon Aide Gets 30 Days 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Herbert L. 
Porter, who handled the surrogate 
speakers p rogram in President 
Nixon’s 1972 re-election campaign, 
was sentenced today to serve 30 days 
in a federal correctional institution for 
lying to the FBI in its Watergate in­ 
vestigation. 
Porter, who will be 36 on Saturday, is 
the fourth form er White House aide 
who has been sentenced to prison but 
the sentence was the lightest of any. 
The charge carried a maximum five 
years in prison and a $10,000 fine but a 
lawyer from the office of special 
Watergate prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
said Porter’s involvement in the Wa­ 
tergate cover-up was “less in degree 
than others who pleaded guilty to 
felony charges.” 
Porter, who now works in his father- 
in-law’s small construction business at 
Laguna Niguel, Calif., had admitted to 
the Senate W atergate Committee that 
he also gave perjured testimony to the 
grand jury and at the 1973 Watergate 
break-in trial. 
He said he agreed to the lie “because 
of the fear of group pressure that 
would ensue, of not being a team 
player.” 
The false story concerned money he 
gave to G. Gordon Liddy, the alleged 
mastermind of the Watergate break­ 
in. Porter said deputy campaign direc­ 
tor Jeb. S. M agruder had ordered him 
to give money to Liddy for “dirty 
tricks,” and that he turned over some 
$35,000.

Volunteers are to meet 
9:30 a.m. at the railroad track on 
Dunlop Sees 
Inflation 
Worsening 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Director 
John T. Dunlop of the Cost of Living 
Council says the lifting of economic 
controls could appreciably offset 
Nixon administration forecasts 
of 
slowed inflation. 


“I don’t want to be associated in any 
way with predictions for the second 
half of the year,” Dunlop said Wednes­ 
day when asked by reporters whether 
he concurred with the administration 
prognosis of a slower rate of inflation 
during that period. 


He noted that lifting of all contrOiS on 
April 30 would release suppressed 
costs of some major products, in­ 
cluding copper and steel. 
“The impact of that in June or July 
is going to be appreciable,” Dunlop 
said. 


He warned again that costs in the 
health and construction industries, 
which Dunlop had hoped to keep under 
controls after April 30, will increase 
sharply. 
Dunlop said the lifting of controls 
may come at the same time Congress 
is considering a national health in­ 
surance program which would include 
cost-restraining provisions and also 
tend to promote a major surge in 
demand for health services. 
He said this would “fuel the fires of 
inflation enormously.”

One standoff, which had raged for 
months, resulted in a House victory 
and three former senators being taken 
out of a $600,000 measure paying 
sundry claim s against the state.

to collect 
salaries for two years remaining in 
their term s after they were reap­ 
portioned out of their seats in 1966. The 
amount involved was $16,000 each. 
After the House rejected two con­ 
ference committee reports that in­ 
cluded the former senators, the so­ 
called upper chamber relented so 
other claim s in the bill—some of 
which had been pending for several 
years—could be paid.

Cook’s district was reshuffled by 
Democratic reapportionment in 1970. 
A cheer went up in the House when 
the S en ate’s backdown was an­ 
nounced. 
“They just didn’t have a leg to stand 
on,” said one House member. 
In the other victory, the House 
succeeded in tailing out of a new 
campaign financing bill a provision 
that would have reinstated Sen. 
Donald E. “Buz” Lukens, R-4 Mid­ 
dletown, as an eligible political candi­ 
date. 
Lukens was ruled off the ballot for 
five years for failure to file his 1972 
personal 
cam paign 
financial 
statement on time. 
In the second case, the Senate 
divided. Democrats remained united 
and Cook joined them in opposing the 
so-called 
Lukens amendment. 
The 
vote first time around was 16-15 with a 
constitutional majority of 17 required. 
After a 
conference com m ittee 
agreed to remove the amendment, the 
bill went back to the Senate and 
received 27-3 approval. 
The House, which apparently was 
set to defeat the bill because of the 
Lukens amendment, then added its 
approval, 83-11.

Taxpayers Not Advised 
Of Rights, Official Claims 


What was Alexander Graham Bell’s 
second greatest invention0 Glad you 
asked that, son. It was his Tetrakite. 
He began tinkering with it around the 
turn of the century when he was 
dreaming of building a powered glider 
that could lift a man. The Wrights beat 
him to it but the Tetrakite is still 
around and still setting records in kite 
festivals. 
Biggest name in T etrakites is 
Synestructics, Inc., of Chatsworth, 
Calif. Its people won first prize at a 
recent kite contest at Long Beach, 
Calif., by putting together five super 
tetras — engaged 80 sails.

WASHINGTON i A P»- The Internal 
Revenue Service often fails to advise 
taxpayers of their rights at

beginning of a tax dispute, and many 
times misinforms when it does, a tax 
court commissioner says. 
The IRS realizes this first contact is 
the most important, yet the agency 
often leaves a citizen puzzled, said U.S. 
Tax Court Commissioner Joseph N. 
Ingolia. He testified at a hearing on 
taxes held by a enate Appropriations 
subcommittee. 
Ingolia said that when the IRS audits 
a return and an aspect is questioned, 
the taxpayer is sent a form letter or is 
called by an agent. 
“He is not advised of his rights to go 
to the courts at this time but instead is 
invited to discuss or settle his problem 
usually by bringing in additional in­ 
formation. 
“It seems clear that when the first 
contact is made with the taxpayer, 
there is no desire to inform him that he 
may go to court rather than discuss 
settlement. This is so because the IRS 
believes settlement is the current 
answer, but is this fair to the tax­ 
payer0 I think not,” Ingolia said. 
He said that when the IRS does 
advise the taxpayer of the tax court 
option, it often tells them such a course 
would be time consuming and ex­ 
pensive. But, he said, for a small 
cases, the court usually takes an hour 
for a $10 fee. 
He also said IRS does not clear up 
the misconception of many taxpayers 
that the tax court is an arm of the IRS. 
Also appearing before the sub­ 
committee was a former revenue 
agent now head of the tax agency 
employe’s union who said IRS agents 
work under a quota system for closing 
cases. 
Vincent L. Connery, president of the 
National Treasury Employe’s Union, 
said said the collection division of IRS 
is more concerned with the number of 
cases closed “with little or no regard to

Radiation 
Leaks Noted 
Aboard Jets 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Atomic 
Energy Commission says it is in­ 
vestigating 
the 
possibility 
that 
passengers aboard two Delta Airlines 
flights may have been exposed to 
radiation earlier this month from an 
improperly shielded shipm ent of 
radioactive materials. 
The AEC said prelim inary in­ 
dications were that the maximum 
possible exposure would not be strong 
enough to cause any im m ediate 
physical problems in the average 
person. 
But the agency said it had informed 
the Virginia and Georgia health 
departments of the possible exposures 
and said it was checking to determine 
whether any pregnant women or small 
children were aboard the two flights. 
Pregnant women and small children 
are more susceptible to radiation, an 
AEC spokesman said. 
The AEC said the material — 32 
curies of solid Iridium 192 — was 
shipped from Washington to Atlanta on 
April 5 aboard Delta flight 311 and 
from Atlanta to Baton Rouge, La., on 
April 6 aboard Delta flight 585. 
The possible radiation leakage was 
the second such incident on a com­ 
mercial airliner in recent years, the 
AEC said. 
The first incident, also involving 
Delta, occurred Dec. 31, 1971, when a 
shipment of liquid Molybdenum 99, a 
medical isotope, leaked into the cargo 
hold on a Delta jetliner. 
‘Sesame Street’ 
Helps Children 
NEW YORK (AP) — A group of 
small Appalachian towns are finding 
television’s “Sesame Street” and a 
self-help preschool project effective in 
bringing early education to 150 
youngsters who otherwise wouldn’t get 
it. 
Organized by the Dilenowisco 
Educational Cooperative with the help 
of the field staff of the Children’s 
Television Workshop, producers of the 
TV program, the project employs a 
mobile classroom that travels up and 
down the mountain roads with trained 
paraprofessionals and the tutoring 
skills of parents to help teach the 
children in and near their homes. 
According to Brainard Hines, a 
researcher for the Appalachian 
Educational laboratory, “the results 
of a battery of tests indicate the 
youngsters who were involved in the 
preschool project are more prepared 
for entry into first grade than their 
counterparts in other areas across the 
country.” 
The Sesame Street preschool project 
conducted in a three-county area in 
Southwest Virginia is now in its second 
year.

We were shocked when our doctor 
told us that one of our children has 
pinworms of the intestines. 
We 
pride ourselves 
with the 
cleanliness of our home and the 
hygiene we’ve taught our children. 
We thought, too, that this condition 
occurs only in warm climates where 
malnutrition is rampant. 
Can you throw some light on the 
subject of pinworms? 
Mrs. D. P. B.Wis. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
It is astonishing how frequently 
pinworm infections of the intestines do 
occur. 
The condition is not limited to people 
who live in warm climates nor to 
people whose hygiene and nourish­ 
ment are substandard. 
Undoubtedly, the incidence is higher 
under such conditions, but even in 
families whose education is high, 
whose nourishment is above standard 
and whose social and economic 
positions are elevated, pinworm in­ 
fections do occur. 
The oxyuris verm icularis rep- 
sonsible for pinworm infection has no 
special regard for social status. 
The condition may occur in camps 
and in schools as it is passed from one 
child to 
another. 
Poor bathroom 
hygiene is entirely responsible. 


There are many new excellent, safe 
and effective drugs used to clear up the 
condition. 
Rigid 
adherence 
to 
meticulous sanitation is imperative if 
recurrences are to be avoided. 
Hands and fingernails must be 
thoroughly washed with soap before 
each meal. Active scrubbing of the 
hands after going to the bathroom is 
important. Separate towels should be 
used by each member of the family. 
Trading of towels at school should be 
avoided. 


I was a boxer and developed a 
cauliflower ear in one of my college 
contests. Is it possible to correct this 
by operation?

Dear Mr. L.: 
A cauliflower ear is the result of a 
severe blow to the outer ear. The 
seepage of blood in and around the 
cartilage of the ear is responsible for 
the scar tissue and the misshapen 
appearance. 
It is for this reason that such injuries 
should be treated early, in order to 
evacuate the blood as quickly as 
possible. 
The surgical cosmetic repair of a 
cauliflower ear depends entirely on 
how much scar tissue has formed and 
on the severity of the distortion.

NEW YORK (AP) - The Chinese 
are upset about news commentaries 
that trade prospects with the United 
States have cooled, a China authority 
and corporate 
trade 
negotiator 
reports. 
Officials of the People’s Republic, 
Hamed Pettus Hoose said, are anxious 
that tra d e relations continue to 
develop. “ I was asked to please make 
this known to business circles in the 
United States. They were emphatic,” 
Hoose said. 
He added: "They are very disturbed 
and resentful of such reports and ask 
what is being done to cope with them.” 
Hoose, a lawyer who was bom and 
who lived 23 years in China, and who 
has spent six of the past 24 months 
negotiating for American corporations 
there, said he was asked continually in 
a recent visit to comment on the 
alleged cooling. 
“I told them I saw no evidence of it,” 
said Hoose, who maintains that any 
such reports resulted, in his opinion, 
from an inability of some observers to 
assess a nation as large and complex 
as China. 
“It’s like the blind feeling an 
elephant,” he said. “One feels the tail 
and believes the elephant is cool; 
another feels the trunk and believes 
the elephant is hot.” 
The Chinese, however, aren’t in­ 
clined to accept such a simple ex­ 
planation. To them, Hoose said, 
“ reports about cooling off must 
originate with Taiwan or the Soviet 
Union or from circles that are enimical 
to the Chinese.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
said today tornado-stricken Xenia will 
get an emergency gasoline allocation 
of 375,000 gallons. 
The PUCO said, in addition, the 
Federal Energy Office has approved 
an emergency shipment of I million 
gallons of fuel oil to the Cincinnati Gas 
and Electric Co. to meet emergency 
demands. 
The gas will be taken from the 
state’s reserve, the PUCO said. Ohio’s 
reserve for April is about 12 million 
gallons. 
Just after last week’s tornadoes, the 
PUCO ordered 86,000 gallons of gas 
shipped to Xenia. 
A PUCO spokesman said the fuel is 
necessary to service emergency 
vehicles in the area devastated by 
tornadoes.

Looking conservatively at the 
growth of solar heating for residential 
use, he says in the next decade 
demonstration projects probably will 
be lim ited to federally funded 
programs. 
A bill cosponsored by U.S. Rep. 
Chalmers P. Wylie, R-Ohip, passed in 
the House Feb. 14 to fund projects 
collecting sun power. 
Hope Fades 
For Missing 
l l Persons 


PHILADELPHIA (A P )'- The Coast 
Guard says it has given up hope for the 
lives of ll persons missing after an oil 
tanker exploded and burned at its 
mooring on the Delaware River. 
Included in the missing are a mother 
and her three daughters who were 
visiting the Greek registry tanker 
Elias when it erupted in a ball of flame 
late Tuesday. 
One man is officially listed as dead 
and 26 others were either injured or 
treated for exposure. Most of the 26 
leaped from the blazing vessel into 
frigid water. A search for the missing 
was suspended Wednesday night. 
The wreckage, still resting near the 
mooring, is reportedly too hot to be 
entered. A search of the ship is planned 
for Saturday, the Coast Guard said. 
The cause of the explosion which 
split the 650-foot vessel has not been 
determined. 
Among the missing are the ship’s 
captain, Andreas Antoniadis, who at 
the time of the blast was dining aboard 
with his cousin and her three daugh­ 
ters. 
The missing cousin has been iden­ 
tified as Mrs. Matina Mentis, 50, of 
Baltimore. Her missing daughters are 
JoAnn, 18; Maria, 19; and Georgeen, 
13. 
Tile tanker was unloading crude oil 
at Atlantic Richfield Company’s South 
Philadelphia terminal at the time of 
the blast. A spokesman for the firm 
said that 202,700 of the 216,000 barrels 
of oil had been unloaded.

The experiments will have to result 
in some improvements in the solar 
systems now on the drawing boards, 
the manager said. 
“Even if you show a homeowner that 
in 20 years he gets his money back 
from solar heating, it won’t make 
much difference,” he said. 
If solar systems are on the mass 
production lines by 1985, a favorable 
cost difference could exist, the Battelle 
expert said. Cost-cutting will have to 
be in materials, he said. 
In those sun-powered houses of the 
future now in design at Battelle, water 
circulates in tubes through a light- 
absorbent section of the roof. 
About 1,000 gallons of water heated 
at 200 degrees would be routed into 
storage tanks. In cool seasons, a fan 
blowing air through a radiator fueled 
by the warm water would heat the 
house. 
Cooling systems would operate on an 
absorption unit using heat from the 
water — a principle already employed 
in propane-fueled refrigerators. 
Eibling says chemical substitutes 
could extend the power of the system 
since water retains heat from the sun 
only three to four days. 
And he said the system could be 
more efficient with perfection of a 
solar heat pump. When skies are clear 
and solar energy plentiful, a pump 
could generate additional electricity to 
light a home. 
Eibling, also head of U.S. par­ 
ticipation in the International Solar 
Energy Society, says in the next 
century solar systems will be common 
unless nuclear fusion is harnessed 
sooner than expected. 
Hogan Loses 
Rights Fight 


TORONTO, Canada (AP) - The 
Ontario Appeal Court has rejected a 
suit by former Black Panther Edwin 
Hogan charging false imprisonment 
and conspiracy to violate his civil 
rights. 
Hogan escaped in June 1972 from a 
prison in Columbus, Ohio, where he 
was serving a life term for murder and 
armed robbery. He was captured in 
Toronto, ordered deported and taken 
immediately to Buffalo, N.Y., where 
he was handed over to the FBI. 
Hogan’s suit charged that the 
Canadian im m igration departm ent 
and the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police conspired with the FBI to 
prevent his fighting the deporation 
order. His attorney, Charles Roach, 
claimed that Hogjan’s speedy exit from 
the country deprived him of an appeal 
to the immigration minister to be 
deported to some country other than 
the United States. 
The appeal court, with Chief Justice 
Wilbur Jackett presiding, refused to 
consider Hogan a political fugitive. It 
ruled that the swift deportation did not 
violate the law.

Soybeans Still Top Cash Crop 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
The 
Agriculture 
Department 
says 
soybeans will continue as the nation’s 
leading cash crop again this year 
despite a prospective buildup in 
reserves by next fall when the 1974 
harvest is ready. 
Fanners sold an estimated $8.1 
billion worth of soybeans in calendar 
1973, the department said Wednesday 
in a report on the fats and oils 
situation. Those sales — cash receipts 
— included beans from both 1972 and 
1973 production. 
But prices for 1973-crop soybeans, 
although down from erratic peaks a 
year ago, have been relatively stable 
and are high enough so that 1974 ap­ 
pears to be another top year for the 
oilseed. 
The report emphasized that “ cash 
receipts" refer to that portion of a crop 
sold by fanners. In the case of 
soybeans, most are sold for cash. Corn,

Meantime, the USD A report said, 
the big crop last year plus a small 
reserve last fall meant a record 
soybean supply of more than 1.6 billion 
bushels was available for use during 
the 1973-74 season. 
Total use is estimated at around 1.4 
billion bushels, meaning the carryover 
next Sept. I when the 1974 crop is ready 
will be about 240 million bushels. 
“ This would be the second largest 
carryover of record, surpassed only by 
the 327 million bushels of Sept. 1,1969," 
the report said. 
“ However, the carryover this fall 
will be composed entirely of free 
stocks, in contrast to earlier when 
about 95 per cent of the 327 million 
bushels was in government hands." 
Prices paid fanners rose from a 
little over $5 per bushel last November 
to $5.96 in March. The report said the 
average for soybeans from last Sept. I 
through March was $5.75 per bushel, 
compared with $4.19 during the same 
period in 1972-73. 
At the same time, the report in­ 
dicated, many soybean farmers ap­ 
parently have become a little more 
wary about market trends. Through 


February, it said, producers had put 
123 million bushels of beans under 
price support loan protection, com­ 
pared with 89 million a year earlier. 
“ Although prices are two and a half 
times the support level ($2.25 per 
bushel), farmers are using the loan for 
interim financing and a means of 
holding beans for sale later on," the 
report said.

emergency legislation is needed 
because a precedent exists for state 
legal aid to Ohio National Guardsmen 
indicted on civil rights violations. 
George C. Smith, Franklin County 
prosecutor and a Republican con­ 
tender for the attorney general’s post 
said Wednesday Ohio Atty. 
Gen. 
William Brown “ overlooked and 
disregarded the law of Ohio when he 
indicated he would not defend them.” 
Plans were announced earlier the 
same day by Rep. M. Joan Douglass, 
R-61, Mansfield, to sponsor an 
emergency bill offering lawyers at 
state expense to the eight men indicted 
in the Kent State Unniversity shoot­ 
ings. 
But Smith says the attorney general 
signed an opinion in 1973 setting a 
precedent on the defense question. 
That opinion states, “ the office of the 
attorney general may defend a state 
highway patrolman who is accused of 
a criminal offense committed in the 
scope of official duties.” 
Smith says there is no difference 
legally in defending a patrolman or 
guardsmen. 


He said the guards were “ agents of 
the state, and their orders were to 
restore law and order and maintain 
peace. As agents of the state, they 
should be defended by it. 


“ I believe the principle basis for his 
(Brown’s) decision to step aside is 
political,” Smith alleged. 
Stressing that he made no attempt to 
prejudge the innocence of or guilt of 
the indicted guards, Smith said, “ It is 
a sad day for Ohioans when political 
connotations take precedence over 
established law.” 


Mrs. Douglass, saying her bill could 
be entered after the filing deadline as 
emergency legislation, said “ I feel the 
guardsmen were intent to protect 
other students . . .” in the May 1970 
protests. 
She said the National Guard “ could 
fall apart if we don’t back it up.” 
The attorney general’s office is 
advising the eight indicted men to turn 
to the Ohio General Assembly or the 
Sundry Claims board for defense mon­ 
ey.

reasons he’s given just don’t hang to­ 
gether.” 
Glenn said he is excepting the April 
25 date because the commitment was 
made before he laid down conditions 
under which he would debate Metzen­ 
baum. 
But the former astronaut raised the 
possibility that the WEWS-TV debate 
might be canceled also if he finds the 
format unacceptable. 
He said he wants a format in which 
both candidates would be interviewed 
by a panel of newsmen. 
City Club President Sidney D. 
Josephs said he was “ shocked” by 
Glenn’s withdrawal after his aides had 
given a commitment that he would 
appear. 
“ We’ve had Senate candidates 
appear for as long as I can remem­ 
ber,” Josephs said. 
He said if Glenn holds to his decision, 
Metzenbaum will have the platform to 
himself on May 3. 
Glenn says he considers financial 
disclosure a major issue and has 
issued a statement listing his net 
worth, liabilities and also included 
copies of his income tax returns. 


Grocer Hawkins put up no resistance 
as the youthful robber cleaned out his 
cash register. To Hawkins, the young 
man’s pistol was all too real. 
But in fact, the pistol was a toy. 
When the robber was later caught and 
brought to trial for “ armed robbery,” 
he insisted that the charge would not 
stand up. 
“ The simple truth is,” he told the 
court, “ that I was not armed at all. 
That gun I had couldn’t hurt a flea.” 
Nevertheless, the court decided he 
was guilty as charged. The court said 
what mattered was not the actual 
character of the gun but the way it 
looked to the victim. 
Most courts agree. That is, they view 
the holdup weapon “ through the eyes 
of the beholder.” They reason that the 
essence of the crime is putting the 
victim in fear, which can be done as 
effectively with a gun that only looks 
deadly as with one that really is. 
There have even been cases of 
“ armed robbery” in which the robber 
had no weapon at all. Thus: another 
holdup man terrified his victim merely 
by showing a menacing bulge in his 
coat pocket. 
Yet, a court decided this was 
enought basis for a charge of armed 
robbery. The court said the fear that 
the robber had a gun, plus the fear that 
he might use it, was all that the law 
required by way of intimidation. 
Still, the fear must be at least of 
physical harm — not of a lesser form of 
pressure. Suppose A says to B : 
“ Unless you hand over $500, I ’ll get 
you in trouble with the Internal 
Revenue Service.” 
If B pays off, A may be guilty of 
some offense — but not robbery. As 
one court put it: 
“ There can be no robbery without 
violence. The menace must be of a sort 
to excite reasonable apprehension of 
danger. Threat of prosecution for a 
crime is regarded as insufficient 
(because) a man in the hands of the 
law is not legally presumed to be in 
danger of bodily harm.

Vietnam Aid 
Stirs Fight 
In Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - House 
Armed Services Chairman F. Edward 
Hebert says he will try to help get up to 
$266 million in extra U.S. military aid 
for 
South 
Vietnam. 
But 
he 
acknowledges the move “could be 
interpreted as a subterfuge” by some 
people. 
The louisiana Democrat told the 
House Wednesday he believes its vote 
last week rejecting a $274 million in­ 
crease in U.S. aid to South Vietnam 
was a mistake. 


Rep. Robert N. Giaimo, D-Conn., 
accused Herbert of indicating he will 
go along with what Giaimo charged is 
an attempt by the Pentagon to subvert 
the House vote against the aid boost. 
“The American people are watching 
to make sure there is no hanky-panky 
to subvert the will of Congress...The 
American people have made it clear 
we are tired of this endless in­ 
volvement in Vietnam,” Giaimo said. 
“ I do not believe that vote*reflected 
the will of the House,” Hebert said. 
“More than IOO members were ab­ 
sent.” 


H ebert’s announcem ent that he 
hopes to correct the “mistake” in­ 
dicated he will go along with a 
bookkeeping measure, already ap­ 
proved by the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, that would permit the 
extra $266 million for South Vietnam. 
The Pentagon would be permitted to 
charge the $266 million off to am­ 
munition and other stocks supplied to 
South Vietnam in past years and thus 
give itself an extra $266 million above 
this year’s ceiling of $1,126 billion in 
U.S. aid to South Vietnam. 
But the full Senate could still reject 
that authority, which has been ap­ 
proved by its Armed Services Com­ 
mittee.

O-I First Quarter Sales Set Record

Assistance to the residents of Xenia 
can best be accomplished by monetary 
donations which can buy food, 
clothing, shelter and medical care for 
them until government resources 
become available. 
Clothing and food has been taken 
into Xenia in such large quantities that 
much waste has occurred. Those who 
have, or plan to, collect food, blankets 
or other household articles are asked 
to hold them and check with the 
chapter in a few days when it may be 
needed. 
Red Cross Shelters are still open in 
Xenia in two churches and Cox 


Elementary School. As many people as 
possible arc being re-located into 
available rentals. Some apartment 
houses in the area have opened up 
rentals, some rent-free, others with 
deferred payments until May I. Red 
Cross is currently feeding 2000 to 3000 
people daily, with hot food being 
brought in and some being prepared on 
the scene. 
Volunteers are so plentiful that no 
one is allowed in the city unless well 
identified. Officials hope that skilled 
labor — Carpenters, brick layers, etc. 
will be available in the next two weeks 
to help individuals with repairable 
homes. Carpenter supplies are dif­ 
ficult to obtain and workers who can 
take some supplies of roofing, nails, 
etc., with them will be much more 
effective. Sending building supplies 
into Xenia only creates a storage 
problem. Our efforts in re-building are 
being co-ordinated with the Dayton 
Area Chapter. 
Red Cross in Pickaway County is 
expressing its appreciation to all who 
are helping with their generous con­ 
tributions of money and offers of 
supplies and time in assisting our 
neighbors in Xenia. 


TOLEDO — Owens-Illinois, Inc., 
first-quarter sales, earnings, and 
earnings per share were the highest 
for any quarter in the company’s his­ 
tory, Edwin D. Dodd, president and 
chief executive officer, reported today. 


It was also the ninth consecutive 
quarter in which both sales and earn­ 
ings, before extraordinary items, ex­ 
ceeded levels for the comparable 
prior-year period. 


Sales were $521,491,000, an increase 
of 24.5 per cent over the 1973 first-quar­ 
ter sales of $418,931,000.

r t *'-Taxpayers Ask IRS 


A-C Board Adopts Final 
Appropriation Measure 


This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
i Q.) During my lunch hour at work, I 
drive to the nearest brokerage house to 
watch the ticker tape and keep tab on 
my stocks. Can I deduct my trans­ 
portation expenses? 
(A.) No. These transportation ex­ 
penses are not deductible because they 
do 
not 
bear 
a 
reasonable 
and 
proximate 
relationship 
to 
the 
production of income. 
(Q.) I worked part time last year and 
made only about $900. Do I have to file 
a Federal income tax return? 
(A.) In general, no. But if you had 
any unearned income such as interest 
and dividends, your total income was 
$750 or more and you could be claimed 
as a dependent, you must file. 
Of course, if tax was withheld from 
your pay, you must file a return to get 
your refund. 
(Q.) I just found out that on last 
year’s return I could have deducted 
finance charges from my revolving 
charge accounts and credit cards. Can 
I just add the amounts I could have 
deducted on my 1972 return to the 
finance charges I ’m deducting on my 
1973 return? 
(A.) No. Each tax year stands on its 
own. You may deduct 1973 finance 
charges on your 1973 return. If you still 
want to deduct the 1972 finance 
charges, you must file an amended 
return, Form 1040X, which is available 
from your local IRS office. 


iQ.) Is it true that if you are 65 or 
older and sell your home, you may not 
have to pay tax on the gain? 
(A.) Yes. If you were 65 or older 
before the date of the sale or exchange 
of your principal residence, you may 
generally choose to exclude from in­ 
come all or part of the gain, if you 
owned and used the property as your 
principal residence for at least five 
years out of eight years ending on the 
date of the sale or exchange. You can 
take advantage of this provision of the 
tax law only once in your lifetime. 
If you meet these requirements, you 
can choose to exclude the entire gain if 
the adjusted sales price of your home 
is $20,000 or less. If the adjusted sales 
price is more than $20,000, you still 
may be able to exclude part of the 
profit. For more details, see IRS 
Publication 523, “ Tax Information on 
Selling Your Home.” It’s available 
free from your IRS office. 
i Q.) I took a new job out of state and 
had to move. What moving expenses 
can I deduct? 
(A.) If you qualify, you can deduct as 
moving expenses: I) travel expenses 
(including meals and lodging) from 
your old residence to your new one; 2) 
the cost of moving household goods; 3) 
the cost of premove househunting 
trips; 4) the cost of temporary quar­ 
ters at the new location during any 
period of 30 consecutive days after 
obtaining work; and 5) certain ex­ 
penses you incur in selling your old 
residence and purchasing a new one.

CAMPER TOPS 
Several Models to Choose From 
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Lake Logan Seen 
Hot Fishing Area 


ATHENS, Ohio (AP) — Tributaries 
of the Ohio River and I^ke Ixigan in 
Hocking County are viewed by the 
people who should know as fishing hot 
spots in southeast Ohio this spring. 
“There's a potential state record 
largemouth bass in Lake Ixigan,” said 
Jim Gall, assistant fish management 
supervisor of Wildlife District 4 at 
Athens. 
Gall calls Ixigan “an ideal big bass 
lake” that is best fished early in the 
year. He recommends casting spin- 
nerbaits off points on the lake’s west 
shore and upper end. 
When water temperatures climb into 
the 60’s and bass begin to spawn, Gall 
says he would fish the shallower, 
warmer bays, coves and fingers of 
Ixike Ixigan. 
The 400-acre, relatively shallow lake 
has an excellent population of forage 
fish and its bass are “good, heavy 
fish,” Gall explains. 
If a record bigmouth—exceeding IO 
pounds, 2 ounces— does come from 
I^ake Logan, it won’t be the first time. 
A 9-pound, 9-ounce bass from there 
shared the record in 1971 and 1972. 
Gall also emphasized the angling 
opportunities in Ohio River feeder 
streams southwest of Marietta. 
Early fishing for bass can be ex­ 
cellent in such tributaries as the 
Hocking River, Little Hocking, Indian 
River and Sugar Camp. 
No Retirement 
For Walther 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — At age 26, 
David “Salt” Walther has no in­ 
tentions of retiring from racing, land 
or water. 
But he’s learned something from the 
nightmarish first-lap accident in last 
year’s Indianapolis 500, followed by 
months of recuperation from serious 
burns and injuries. 
“I’ve matured since then,” he said. 
“I found out when you’re hurt the 
whole world doesn’t stop. 
“Sure 
I 
love 
racing, 
but 
I’m 
developing other interests. 
"Eventually, I plan to go back to 
school for some business courses,” 
added Walther, who spent two years at 
Miami of Ohio, University of Dayton 
and Sinclair Community College in 
Dayton. 
“While I’ve always been business- 
minded,” he said, “I’m even more so 
now.” 
For seven years Salt managed a 
Dayton firm for his father, George 
Walther. Now he’s the president of the 
company. 
The younger Walther already is back 
racing the big, Indytype cars less than 
a year after his “500" accident. And he 
has every intention of competing at 
Indianapolis in 1974. 
Walther is driving a 1972 McLaren, 
updated with a new Eagle wing. The 
chassis has been made two inches 
longer. 
The suspension 
has 
been 
changed, too. 
Walther was running 10th in his first 
1974 start in the Ontario “500" in 
California 
when 
a 
bad 
oil 
leak 
developed in his car. He was forced to 
quit after 130 laps. 
“ Both Ontario and Indy are 2*2 mile 


ovals, but that’s where the similiarity 
ends,” the Dayton driver said. 
“Indy is probably the most difficult 
race track in the world. Every turn is 
different,” said Walther. 
“On some of those corners you have 
to ride six inches from the wall,” he 
added. 
“What happens then if a gust of wind 
comes up, which it does at Indy? Man, 
you’ve got no place to go except into a 
cement 
wall,” said 
Walther, an­ 
swering his own question. 
Still, Walther loves all types of 
racing. After Indy, he will start getting 
ready for the unlimited hydroplanes, 
moving his quest for speed to water.

Although streams tend to warm 
faster than large lakes in early spring, 
river fishing can be “iffy” because 
some are quickly discolored by runoff 
from rainshowers. 
It pays to check ahead on water 
conditions when you plan to river fish 
any distance from home. 
Gall said canoes or cartop boats can 
be used on Ohio tributaries, but if you 
expect to travel the big river a larger 
boat with a dependable outboard is 
essential for safety. 
Salt Fork I^ke in Guernsey County, 
expected to offer hot fishing last year, 
was something of a disappointment, 
Gall said. 
"It’s okay, but it gets heavy pressure 
and tends to be up and down as far as 
fishing is concerned,”’ he said. 
Salt Fork’s 3,000 surface acres and 
excellent facilities— lodge, cabins, 
campgrounds, marine, boat ramps, 
docking and 18,000 acres of public 
land- make it an outstanding vacation 
spot. 
Gall said fishermen should try 
chartreuse worms and spinnerbaits 
early on Salt Fork and work points 
near deep water. 
I^ake Ixigan is located two miles 
southwest of Ixigan off SR 664 and Salt 
Fork is eight miles northeast of 
Cambridge off SR 21. There is no 
horsepower limit for motors on Salt 
Fork, but I^ake Ixigan limits to IO mph.

Stake Races Return 
To Pickaway Fair

For the first time since 1961 the 
Pickaway County Fair will have colt 
races for two and three year olds. 
The fair is now a part of the 
Southeastern Ohio Fair Colt Circuit 
with eight other fairs. This will bring 
some of the top two and three year olds 
in the state to Pickaway County oval. 
The Pickaway County Fair Colt 
races will be held July 30 and 31. Hie 
two year old pace and three year old 
trot will bt' held July 30. 
There were 91 horses nominated for 
the two year old pace and 40 nominated 
for the three year old trot. On July 31, 
the three year old pace and the two 
year old trot will be held. There were 
79 horses nominated for the three year 
old pace and 53 nominated for the two 
year old trot. 
The cost to stake a horse at the 
county fair includes a $10 nominating 
fee and a $20 starting fee. Many local 
horses are staked at the county fair. 
The estimated purse for each race will 
be $4,000. 
The Pickaway County Fair this year 
will receive $10,872 for having colt 
races, $2,500 for having a county fair, 
$2,500 for having harness races, $500 
for track maintenance, totaling $16,372 
from the Ohio Fairs Fund. This money

I^ast year there were 95 fairs in Ohio. 
Seventy of the fairs had colt stakes and 
75 fairs had harness racing.

Oil Nationalization

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — 
Venezuela is preparing to nationalize 
its oil industry, one of the chief foreign 
suppliers of the United States, in the 
next decade. 


Most foreign oil concessions expire 
in 1983, and already two bills calling 
for immediate nationalization of the 
3.3-million-barrel-a-day industry are 
before a congressional committee. 
The bills were introduced by the 
Social Christian party, the leading 
opposition faction, and the small, left­ 
wing People’s Electoral Movement. 
President Carlos Andres Perez’s new 
Democratic Action government has 
set up a special committee to study 
eventual nationalization and report in 
60 days. 
The foreign oil companies — most of 
them American — have not objected to 
nationalization and say they are 
willing to discuss new arrangments 
with the Venezuelan government. 


The government last week ordered a 
5 per cent cutback in oil production 
effective April 15. Valentin Hernandez, 
the minister of mines and hydro­ 
carbons, said the purpose was to 
conserve natural gas lost in pumping 
crude oil. 
Several Venezuelan experts favor as 
much as a 50 per cent production cut to 
save oil for future sale at better prices. 
But President Perez has said this 
would not be advisable on moral and 
political grounds. 
Exxon’s Venezuelan subsidiary, the 
Creole Petroleum Corp., was hit 
hardest by the 5 per cent cut because it 
is the largest oil producer. The corn­

High Court 
Issues Rulings 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-— Ohio’s 
Supreme Court has ruled against 
Richard B. Kay in his bid to oust fellow 
Clevelander Arthur L. Cain as state 
chairman of the American Independ­ 
ent Party (AIP). 
But the unanimous decision Wed­ 
nesday was based on a finding that the 
chairmanship of the party is an in­ 
ternal matter, and that the office is not 
a “public office" having anything to do 
with “the sovereign functions of 
government." 


Records showed Kay was elected 
chairman in 1972 at a meeting called 
by four newly elected central com­ 
mitteemen. He then went to court to 
seek the ouster of Cain, who had been 
chairman. 
In another case, the Supreme Court 
upheld a Board of Tax Appeals ruling 
that 
Quaker 
Apartm ents 
of 
Wilmington, operated by a non-profit 
corporation, does not qualify for ex­ 
emption from state sales and use 
taxes. 


Quaker sought the exemption on the 
cost of materials used in the con­ 
struction of an 80-unit building 
reserved for the poor and 
han­ 
dicapped, for whom a federal agency 
pays part of the rent. 
In its 6-1 decision—with Chief Justice 
C. William O’Neill dissenting—the 
court held that in order to qualify for 
the exemption, the company would 
have to meet a qualification that the 
housing was used “exclusively for 
charitable purposes." 


Quaker does not do this, the court 
said, in effect, because its tenants are 
required to pay at least part of their 
rent.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Seeking 
insurance against future Watergates, 
political reformers are urging 1976 
presidential nominees to do their 
cam paign 
business through 
the 
Republican and Democratic national 
committees. 
The theory is that management, or 
at least supervision, by regular party 
organizations and leaders would guard 
against the kind of abuses that marked 
President Nixon’s 
1972 re-election 
campaign. 
But there is a flaw: the way the 
system works, in a presidential year a 
party’s nominee for the White House 
decides who is going to run the party 
organization anyhow. 
Vice President Gerald R. Ford has 
proposed that 1976 GOP candidates 
agree in advance that they will not set 
up special cam paign com m ittees 
without specific approval of the party. 
A House Republican study panel has 
said that “a strong national party 
would help curb some of the excesses 
that have been witnessed during the 
past few years and would make it 
easier for 
the 
public to 
isolate 
responsibility for illegal actions..." 
But presidential candidates build 
their personal political organizations 
as they campaign through the primary 
elections, seeking White House nomi­ 
nation. At that stage, the regular party 
organization is theoretically neutral. 
The pattern has been for the personal 


organization of the winner to take over 
in the fall and run the national cam­ 
paign. 
The presidential nominee tra ­ 
ditionally chooses the top leadership of 
his p arty ’s national com m ittee. 
Committee members from the 50 
states elect their chairman — but in 
practice, they ratify the choice of the 
presidential nominee. 
Neither party committee had much 
to say about the 1972 presidential 
campaign. As always, the clout was 
where the presidential nominees put it. 
And as usual, there was friction bet­ 
ween state party organizations and the 
campaign committees set up by the 
candidates. 
In an era of political specialization 
and increasingly lengthy and ex­ 
pensive presidential campaigns, the 
pattern has been one of management 
and control by the candidate’s men, 
not the permanent party structure. 
All of this suggests that a long term 
solution to the problem of presidential 
campaign control is going to take more 
than persuasion aimed at candidates. 
One proposal is part of the public 
campaign finance bill now before the 
Senate. It would allow a presidential 
nominee to set up his own organization 
to run the campaign — but the 
chairman, or someone he designates, 
would have to endorse every ex­ 
penditure of over $1,000 in public 
funds.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
certainty NBO will make a 
series based on nine books 
about frontier life on the 
prairie is causing a 
gen­ 
tleman farmer in Charlot­ 
tesville, Va., more joy than a 
record crop this week. 
“I’m beaming all over,” 
says Roger L. MacBride, who 
said he’s learned that “The 
Little House on the Prairie,” 
a made-for-TV movie NBC 
aired March 30, will be a 
regular series next fall. 
The m ovie, which drew ex­ 
tremely high ratings, starred 
M ichael 
Landon. It 
w as 
adapted 
from one of 
the 
classic “ Little House” books 
written by the late Laura 
Ingalls Wilder, who died at 
age 90 in 1957. 
Where does MacBride fit 
in? H e’s her great-grandson 
by adoption. And he owns the 
rights to the books, which 
chronicle the struggle of Mrs. 
Wilder’s youth and her family 
in the Midwest of the 1870s. 
“I’ve just heard that the 
NBC lawyers are writing our 
lawyers out in Hollywood that 
they’ve picked up the option 
and that it will be a series,” 
he said in a telephone in­ 
terview. 
“Isn’t that terrific? I’ve 
been up all night, as you can 
im agine, talking to people.” 
M acB ride, 44, had just 
stepped out of the shower to 
answer the phone. Although a 
Yankee by birth, raised in Mt. 
Kisco, N. Y., he was as courtly 
as a native Virginian about 
his unexpected caller. 
NBC, when called, said it 


couldn’t comment about new 
series until it unveils its new 
fall 
line 
next 
week. 
But 
k n o w le d g e a b le 
in d u stry 
sources said “ Little House” 
definitely will be among those 
wares. 
MacBride, a law7 er, said 
he 
now 
sp e c ia liz e s 
in 
Canadian land development 
deals in addition to operating 
his farm. He was asked how 
the whole TV 
deal 
came 
about. 
“ It’s odd how these things 
work,” he said. “Walt Disney 
for years wanted to do it, but 
he couldn’t ever persuade any 
of his production 
men to 
agree. 
“All of a sudden, about 212 
years ago, there was a mob 
descending — through the 
publishers — on m e, wanting 
to buy the rights.” 
From these supplicants, he 
said, he chose producer Ed 
Friendly. How’d he know of 
him? 
“Didn’t,” he said. “ He was 
a complete stranger, but I 
liked his style 
... 
he im­ 
pressed me as an extremely 
intelligent fellow 
whom 
I 
thought could do a good job of 
keeping the book’s spirit.” 
MacBride, who said he’ll be 
a part-time consultant on the 
series, is himself an author. 
H e’s written one 
book on 
treaties and the U.S. Con­ 
stitution and another on the 
American electoral college.

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Bobby Griffith 
Pumpkin Show Queen 
Convicted

NEW LEXINGTON, Ohio (AP) — A 
33-year-old state prison inmate has 
been convicted on four charges at the 
end of a stormy day in court, during 
which he disrupted proceedings and 
threw a file at the judge. 
Bobby Ray Griffith was convicted 
Wednesday 
of 
armed 
robbery, 
burglary, larceny and auto theft by a 
jury of nine women and three men in 
Perry County Common Pleas Court. 
At one point, while the jury was out 
of the courtroom and attorneys were 
arguing a legal point, the defendant 
shouted, “ Why don’t you send all of the 
stuff back with the jurors.” 
He then threw his attorney’s manila 
file on the case at Judge Robert G. 
Tague. The papers scattered above 
and around the judge’s head. 
Tague ordered Griffith handcuffed 
and gagged. 
The crimes occurred in 
New 
Straitsville after Griffith’s escape 
March 15,1973 from a Franklin County 
Common Pleas Court, police said.

Banknote Numbers 
Contradict Story 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Banknote 
serial numbers appear to contradict 
the sworn testimony of Texas attorney 
Jake Jacobsen about a $10,000 fund 
earmarked for former Treasury 
Secretary John B. Connally, according 
to sources familiar with the case. 
Two sources said the serial numbers 
indicate the money was not in cir­ 
culation at the time Jacobsen swore it 
went into a bank safe-deposit box. 
Jacobsen has pleaded innocent to a 
perjury indictment that charges him 
with lying to a Watergate grand jury 
by saying the money stayed in the box 
for 2lJ2 years, until taken out in the 
presence of an FB I agent last Nov. 27. 
Watergate investigators suspect the 
money may have been intended for 
Connally in return for his help in 
getting President Nixon to raise milk 
price supports in 1971. 
And columnist Jack Anderson 
reported this week that F B I agents 
working for the Watergate special 
prosecutor have evidence that Con­ 
nally pocketed the $10,000, then hastily 
returned it after the dairy group came 
under investigation. 
Connally has denied receiving any 
bribe. 
The original $10,000 was taken from 
the corporate account of Associated 
Milk Producers Inc., the nation’s 
largest dairyfarmer cooperative, a 
few weeks after Nixon raised the 
support level in March 1971. Jacobsen 
said it was offered to Connally not as a 
bribe but for use in making political 


donations. 
Jacobsen said he offered the money 
to Connally twice but that Connally 
refused it and the $10,000 lay un­ 
touched in a safedeposit box. 


Sources say the banknote serial 
numbers indicate it is impossible for 
Jacobsen’s account to be true, because 
the bills are too new to have been in 
circulation when Jacobsen says they 
went into the box. 


Consequently, Jacobsen’s lawyer is 
reported ready to bargain with 
prosecutors for a reduced charge in 
return 
for 
a 
guilty 
plea 
and 
cooperation in giving future testimony. 


But chances for such a bargained 
misdemeanor plea, which might allow 
Jacobsen to continue practicing law, 
are thought to be dim because the law 
provides nothing less than felony 
charges for lying under oath.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Spurred by 
tornadoes that devastated parts of the 
South and Midwest, the Senate has 
passed a bill broadening federal dis­ 
aster relief. 
The House, however, may not act on 
the legislation until it returns from its 
Easter recess April 22. 
The House leadership 
has 
ten­ 
tatively decided against trying to push 
the bill through today before the recess 
begins. 
The Senate unanimously passed the 
bill Wednesday after Sen. Quentin 
Burdick, D-N.D., staved off several 
attempts to amend the measure. 
He warned that the administration 
might withdraw its support of the bill if 
it is burdened by amendments to which 
it objects. 
The Senate rejected an amendment 
by Sen. George D. Aiken, R-Vt., that 
would have made the measure 
retroactive to cover victims of last 
year’s flooding in New England and 
Northeastern states. 
At the urging of Burdick, Sen. Walter 
Huddleston, D-Ky., withdrew another 
amendment that would have rein­ 
stated a low-interest disaster loan pro­ 
gram killed by Congress last year with 
the approval of the administration. 
Under that program, the federal 
government did not require repayment 
of up to $5,000 and collected only one 
per cent interest on the balance. 
Current programs provide for full re­ 
payment at 5 per cent interest. 
But the Senate-passed bill would 
provide an additional $5,000 to 
disaster victims who have exhausted 
all other forms of relief but still 
require more aid. 
Seventy-five per cent of the money 
would be supplied by the federal 
government. The balance would come 
from the states, which would ad­ 
minister the program.
